Applicant's arguments filed December 12, 2002 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Claims 5-8, 14, and 15 are rejected for the reasons set forth 
on the record in the final office action, mailed July 31, 2002. 

In response to the applicant's argument that Fisanick does not teach or disclose 
that the metallic organic compound be subjected to a provisional baking processes and 
a main baking process, the examiner submits that these features are taught by Fisanick 
with particular reference to column 2 line 65 - column 3 line 1 (exposing the portion of 
the layer of metal-organic compound overlying the opening to a beam of light radiation, 
ramping the power level of the radiation delivered to said portion to cause the portion to 
become opaque and adherent).
